EDUCATIONAL  PROGRAM 

b  The  chief  goal  at  Copiah-Lincoln  school  is  character 
building.  All  education  is  a  timely  failure  unless  this  is 
accomplished.  Therefore,  the  teachers  place  great  em- 
phasis on  this  factor.  The  first  place  in  our  school — chap- 
el exercises,  Sunday  services,  work  in  class  rooms  and  on 
the  athletic  field — is  given  to  christian  development.  This 
is  accomplished  through  the  agencies  listed  below : 

RELIGIOUS  INFLUENCES 

The  young  ladies  have  vesper  services  each  evening 
preceding  the  study  hour.  On  Sunday  morning  all  stu- 
dents are  required  to  attend  the  Sunday  School  and 
Church  of  their  choices.  On  Sunday  evenings  devotional 
exercises  are  held  in  the  dining  room  and  a  splendid  op- 
portunity is  afforded  to  discuss  the  fine  traits  of  manhood 
and  womanhood.  Throughout  our  entire  system  we  strive 
to  uphold  before  our  girls  and  boys  a  high  standard  of 
christian  citizenship. 

LITERARY  SOCIETIES 

In  addition  to  regular  course  of  study  offered  we  have 
literary  societies.  In  this  age  most  students  need  to  de- 
velop the  art  of  debating  and  public  speaking.  At  inter- 
vals numerous  public  programs  are  rendered. 

EXPRESSION 

Special  courses  in  Expression  are  offered.  The  direc- 
tor of  this  department  directs  the  class  plays,  etc. 

CHORUS  CLASS  AND  ORCHESTRA 

The  voice  teacher  trains  her  students  for  many  public 
performances.  The  entire  student  body  enjoys  the  splen- 
did music  rendered  by  this  department.  On  a  number  of 
occasions  our  school  has  rendered  programs  at  various 
schools  in  Copiah  and  Lincoln  Counties. 

ATHLETICS 

We  have  a  high  standard  of  our  athletics  for  our  stu- 
dents.   Some  fine  lessons  in  character  building  are  taught 
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on  the  athletic  field.    We  arrange  good  schedules  for  the 
athletes. 

Note  the  good  reasons  for  athletics : 

1.  To  become  more  efficient  as  an  athlete  many  boys 
will  refrain  from  such  hurtful  habits  as  use  of  tobacco,  etc. 

2.  On  the  athletic  field  the  lessons  of  defeat  and  vic- 
tory are  learned. 

3.  Foul  play  is  condemned. 

4.  Respect  for  opponents  is  taught. 

5.  A  "Fighting  Spirit"  until  the  last  whistle  blows  is 

fostered. 

6.  It  develops  group  spirit— cooperation. 
7      Trains  leaders. 

8*.     The  surplus  energy  is  expended.    This  is  a  protec- 
tion to  school  property,  etc.

OUTSTANDING   FACTORS   OF   THE   COPIAH-LIN- 
COLN AGRICULTURAL  HIGH  SCHOOL 

BOOSTERS 

A  loyal,  fighting,  boosting  spirit  has  been  developed 
by  the  students  and  the  faculty.  Our  boys  and  girls  be- 
lieve in  the  school  and  they  will  "scrap"  you  in  a  mmute 
about  our  "Aggie." 

LEADERSHIP 

The  responsibility  for  high  standards  and  ideals  is 
placed  on  the  shoulders  of  the  advanced  students.  An  ap- 
peal is  made  for  their  support,  which  results  in  the  devel- 
opment of  manhood  and  womanhood. 

FACULTY  SUPPORT 

The  teachers  support  the  girls  and  the  boys  in  their 
school  activities— games,  literary  societies,  social  enter- 
tainments public  programs  and  the  literary  and  the  ath- 
letic contests  with  other  schools  in  Southwest  Mississippi. 
These  teachers  love  the  students  and  the  school.  Several 
of  them  rejected  good  offers  for  the  privilege  of  returning 
here  and  being  a  part  of  our  "school  family." 
OFFICIAL  SUPPORT 

The  Trustees  and  Boards  of  Supervisors  support  the 
school.    On  occasions  when  it  was  hit  by  disaster  these 
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gentlemen  were  untiring  in  their  efforts  to  render  loyal 
aid.  All  of  them  are  working  unselfishly  to  develop  a 
larger  and  more  useful  institution  for  the  benefit  of  girls 
and  boys  of  Copiah  and  Lincoln  Counties.  Soon  they  hope 
to  establish  a  Junior  College. 

SYSTEM 

We  have  an  organized  system  —  a  time  for  school 
work,  a  play  period,  regular  meal  hours,  a  fixed  time  for 
retiring,  and  rising.  This  regularity  is  a  big;  factor  in  train- 
ing a  child  to  reach  a  standard — "to  toe  the  mark."  This 
systematic  organization  develops  the  child  physically. 

STUDY  HALL  AT  NIGHT 

A  supervised  study  hall  at  night  offers  a  splendid  op- 
portunity for  the  student  to  prepare  his  school  work. 
Many  fail  in  high  school  because  they  visit  places  of 
amusements  when  they  should  be  engaged  in  studying. 

REAL  WORK 

Parents  send  us  their  children  with  the  expectation  that 
we  train  and  develop  them.  This  cannot  be  done  unless 
they  put  forth  their  individual  efforts.  Consequently, 
when  they  persist  in  neglecting  their  school  work,  we  re- 
quire the  delinquent  ones  to  attend  a  study  hall  after  regu- 
lar hours  in  the  afternoon.  As  a  rule,  these  same  ones  are 
required  to  attend  study  hall  on  Saturdays. 

OLD  FASHIONED  IDEALS 

Thus  far  progress  has  failed  to  develop  standards  that 
will  surpass  some  of  our  old  fashioned  ideals.  Therefore, 
we  cultivate  these  fine  traits  which  have  been  implanted  in 
their  home  life,  viz :  Respect  for  parents  and  all  authority, 
love  for  christian  service,  fighting  for  the  right,  modesty, 
and  southern  chivalry. 

DISCIPLINE 

a  The  Superintendent  and  Faculty  believe  in  firm  disci- 
pline. Ninety  percent  of  our  students  respond  to  our  ap- 
peals. The  others  are  requested  "to  fall  in  line"  or  with- 
draw. When  this  fails  we  apply  other  remedies  which 
usually  get  good  results.  In  a  boarding  school  discipline  is 
certainly  essential. 
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LITERARY 

A  faithful  effort  is  being  made  to  raise  the  standard  of 
literary  work.  The  curriculum  is  higher  now  than  ever  be- 
fore, and  teachers  are  urged  to  stress  higher  standards  in 
the  class  rooms.  Consequently,  Copiah-Lincoln  made  a 
splendid  comparison  in  the  literary  contests  with  the 
schools  of  Southwest  Mississippi  and  in  the  State  Contest 
at  Jackson. 

ATHLETICS 

"All  work  and  no  play  makes  Jack  a  dull  boy."  We  are 
100  percent  strong  for  a  high  type  of  athletics.  _  We  insist 
that  our  boys  play  clean  ball  and  accept  defeat  in  the  man- 
ly way.  Good  trips  are  secured  for  our  major  teams,  thus 
affording  an  opportunity  for  the  comparison  of  pur  school 
with  other  institutions.  The  wholesome  athletic  spirit  is 
doing  much  to  boost  the  Copiah-Lincoln  A.  H.  S.  and  the 
management  realizes  that  this  training  is  essential. 

PRIDE 

Our  boys  and  girls  take  great  delight  in  "measuring 
blows"  with  other  good  schools.  Hence,  they  take  pride  in 
the  contests  of  various  kinds.  A  fine  spirit  is  manifested  m 
the  chorus  singing,  the  literary  achievements,  and  the  de- 
bating contests. 

ONE  OF  MISSISSIPPI'S  LARGEST  AGRICULTURAL 
HIGH  SCHOOLS  (299  Students) 

Last  year  our  enrollment  reached  299.  We  are  proud 
of  this  fact,  and  we  anticipate  a  larger  enrollment  next 
season.

On  the  contrary,  when  they  fail 
or  become  discouraged  we  extend  our  sympathy  and  lend 
a  helDine  hand.  We  have  found  that  many  students  will 
respond  with  noble  efforts  after  they  realize  that  their 
teachers  are  in  sympathy  with  them.

EQUIPMENT 

FARM 

The  school  owns  170  acres  of  land  located  in  the  larg- 
est trucking  section  of  the  United  States.  The  students 
observe  the  growth  of  plant  life  from  the  hot  bed  through 
the  marketing  stage.  Mississippi  must  develop  her  agri- 
culture, hence  the  importance  of  this  work. 

DAIRY 

A  modern  dairy  is  operated  and  a  fine  quality  of  but- 
ter is  served  in  the  dining  room.  Next  session's  plans  are 
under  way  to  increase  the  dairy  to  approximately  thirty 
cows.  Wesson,  the  largest  dairy  center  in  Mississippi,  has 
a  sanitary  creamery  where  several  hundred  gallons  of 
milk  are  disposed  of  each  day.  Our  students  have  access 
to  this  dairy  in  their  study  of  milk  products. 

HOME  SCIENCE  DEPARTMENT 

From  year  to  year  our  trustees  have  improved  the  sew- 
ing and  cooking  equipment  until  now  efficient  work  is  be- 
ing done.  During  Commencement  week  this  department 
had  an  exhibition  that  was  a  credit  to  any  school.  For 
two  years  our  Home  Science  contestants  won  first  place 
in  the  Southwest  Mississippi  Contests.  All  girls  are  re- 
quired to  take  two  years  in  this  course  of  study  before 
graduation. 
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LIBRARY 

Recently  approximately  1000  dollars  was  appropriated 
for  our  library.  The  selection  of  literature  was  carefully 
made.  A  number  of  the  very  best  magazines  and  several 
daily  papers  are  accessible  to  the  students. 

HOSPITAL 

A  spacious  room  is  reserved  in  the  girls'  dormitory  for 
the  sick.  This  plan  enables  the  matron  to  render  more  ef- 
ficient service  for  the  girls. 

WORK  SHOP 

The  shop  has  been  recently  improved  and  equipped 
with!  new  sets  of  tools.  Here  our  boys  are  taught  the  prac- 
tical side  of  farm  mechanics. 

POULTRY 

Several  hundred  White  Leghorn  chicks  were  pur- 
chased last  spring.  During  the  summer  it  is  planned  to 
construct  a  modern  poultry  yard.  This  plan  will  enable 
our  students  to  make  a  close  study  of  this  phase  of  farm 
life.    Eggs  will  be  furnished  the  boarding  department. 

COMMERCIAL  DEPARTMENT 

The  courses  offered  in  typewriting  and  shorthand  have 
been  exceedingly  popular  with  the  students.  The  latest 
model  Underwood  typewriters  are  used— all  seven  ma- 
chaines  are  new. 

PIANO 

Each  year  a  large  class  takes  the  course  of  study  of- 
fered in  piano.  The  school  has  several  new  pianos  which 
are  furnished  the  students  for  practice.  We  are  very  for- 
tunate in  securing  the  services  of  Miss  Julia  Lee  Godwin 
as  piano  teacher.  She  holds?  a  degree  from  Blue  Mountain 
College  and  has  taken  special  courses  at  New  England 
Conservatory,  Boston.  She  has  had  outstanding  success 
in  her  work.  For  several  years  she  has  been  a  member  of 
the  Blue  Mountain  College  Faculty.  We  have  secured  one 
of  the  best  piano  teachers  in  Mississippi. 
PHYSICAL  EDUCATION 

Last  session  the  Board  of  Trustees  felt  that  the  girls 
should  have  physical  training.     Consequently  a  teacher 
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was  employed  to  direct  this  work  among  our  girls  The 
boys  are  required  to  take  calisthenics  unless  they  partici- 
pate in  the  major  sports. 


EXPENSES 

TUITION 

;  No  tuition  will  be  charged  for  pupils  from  Copiah  and 
Lincoln  Counties,  but  those  who  do  not  live  in  these  two 
counties!  will  pay  a  tuition  fee  of  two  dollars  and  sixty-five 
cents  per  month. 

MATRICULATION 

A  matriculation  fee  of  three  dollars  will  be  charged 
each  pupil  whether  a  local  or  boarding  student.  This  ma- 
triculation fee  must  accompany  application  for  a  room  to 
be  reserved  in  the  dormitories.  Those  who  do  not  make 
application  must  pay  this  fee  before  they  can  be  enrolled 
in  any  class.  In  no  case  will  this  fee  be  returned  after  the 
pupil  has  been  enrolled.  This  fee1  is  used  to  pay  incidental 
expenses. 

BOARD 

Board  will  cost  TEN  DOLLARS  PER  MONTH.  This 
includes  table  fare,  heat,  lights,  water,  and  room.  Board 
and  all  other  charges  are  due  at  the  beginning  of  each 
month.  Our  supplies  are  bought  on  cash  basis,  hence  it  is 
necessary  that  all  bills  be  paid  promptly.  Therefore  it 
will  be  necessary  to  charge  additional  fee  for  each  day 
that  board  is  past  due. 

SPECIAL  FEES 

There  will  be  a  lyceum  fee  of  one  dollar  for  each  pupil 
m  school,  due  at  the  beginning  of  the  second  month. 

9   A  medical  fee  of  thirty-five  cents  is  due  at  the  begin- 
ning of  each  month  for  each  boarding  student. 

A  home  science  fee  of  one  dollar  is  charged  all  girls 
taking  Home  Science.    This  is  due  on  entering  school.

Three  written  examinations  are  held  during  the  ses- 
sion—the first  one  at  the  end  of  the  third  month ;  the  sec- 
ond, at  the  end;  of  the  sixth  month ;  the  third,  at  the  end  oi 
the  ninth  month.  Written  tests  are  given  at  the  teacher  s 
discretion.  Pupils  will  be  promoted  who  make  a  general 
average  of  seventy-five  per  cent  on,  each  subject,  provided 
the  daily  grades  do  not  fall  below  seventy  per  cent  and  no 
examination  grade  below  sixty-five.  A  passing  grade 
must  be  made  on  each  subject  per  term.

HOME  GOING 

We  find  that  our  students  have  far  better  health  and 
do  more  efficient  work  when  they  are  not  permitted  to 
visit  homes  on  week  ends.  Therefore,  we  have  adopted 
this  plan :  At  the  end  of  every  four  weeks  we  have  home 
going  dates.  At  these  periods  we  urge  the  parents  and 
students  to  transact  any  necessary  business  they  may  have 
at  home.  Then,  we  expect  all  students  to  remain  here  un- 
til the  next  month  end.  If  parents  and  guardians  are  un- 
willing to  comply  with  this  regulation  we  would  prefer 
that  you  send  your  child  elsewhere,  because  irregularities 
in  this  respect  is  a  hardship  to  those  students  who  are  will- 
ing to  comply  with  our  request.
